Skidmore Tells 
Of Crossing Of 
Ruhr River

How it feels to cross theRuh 
River en route to Berlin, agalns 
unknown enemy opposition, 1 
told in a letter from Pfc. De 
Porte J. Skidmore, 145th Infan 
try, who won the Bronze Sta 
Medal for his part in the bi 
task.

When 100 yards from the rl\ 
er, he wrote, "qur artillery start 
ed its barrage, a very beautlfu 
sight.

We arrived at the river an 
received the order to start mov 
ng for'the other bank. As w 
shoved off we could feel th 
river's current and knew tha 
we were In for a bad time. Start 
ed paddling as fast as possibl 
and hit the other side with ou 
artillery landing all around us 
Some of the boats went down 
itrcam. Men were all up and 

down the river bank, wet, an 
not knowing what to do ou 
morale down to zero. Finally 
ve managed to organize am 
>reparod to move out.

"The 'Germans were olthei 
icared or could not figure ou 
mr move. The objective was a 

mile Inland. We moved out on 
he double. The artillery played 

a very big part in the attack 
As we moved but we had a 100 
yard path. Outside of that' the 
artillery was landing. As 
neared our objective the artillery 
et up. ,

"Our objective was a smal 
 lllage and as our boys got Into 
t one could hear hand grenades 

popping, and machine guns fir 
ng. Everything came off per 
ect. We were supposed, to have 
lur objective at 4:30 a.m. A 
:1S our platoon leader had cot 

ee on the. stove.
"The'next 24 hours we sweat 

t out, a counter attack which 
lever developed. .Had tfte Ger 

mans counter-attacked with Jus 
wb tanks a lot of the boys 

would not be here today.
"This may not be very goox 

lut you can gather through im 
agination a little of what hap- 
>ened. The following days ac 
Ivities brought me my Bronze 
Itar.
The citation from the division 

ommander which awarded Skid 
more his Bronze Star Medal read 
n part as follows:

"Private Skidmore admlnisteret 
irst aid to seven wounded men 

and led litter squads of ten 
irisoners to evacuate the men 
o safety. On the following day 
te again advanced with the lead 
ng elements of his company 
nd exposed himself to enemy

josed to enemy- fire on -open 
Ire-swept terrain."

Rolling up the huge total o 
$814,000,000 in War Bond pur 
chases during the Seventh War 
Loan' drive, Southern California 
exceeded its over-all quota b 
$352,000,000 and established a 
all-time high record.

The final figures were an 
nouhced by Robert H. Moulton 
chairman of the Treasury War 
Finance committee, who ex 
pressed gratification at the re 
suits of the. "mighty Seventh1 
campaign, which started official 
ly May 14 and ended July 9.

Previous high bond sales mark 
was set in the Sixth War Loan 
drive, which resulted in an over 
all total of $595,000. The per 
centage of over-all quota attained 
in the Seventh was 176.2 as 
against 132 in tho Sixth.

As was true of the nation as 
a whole, E Bond sales failed by 
a moderate amount to meet thai 
greatly increased q u o t a, but 
Moulton pointed out that the 
area's tptal sales to Individuals 
including E's, was $342,000,000, 
or 119 per cent of that quota, 
compared with $225,000,000 in 
the Sixth drive.

Total sales of other than E 
bonds to individuals was $172,- 
510,000, while sales to corpora­ 
tions aggregated $472,000,000, 
which represented 271 per cent 
of that quota. In both these 
categories, Southern California's 
percentage of quota attained 
was. above the national average.

"The reduction in output of 
mai)jr-c|vlltan Itemff announced
 ecently', was necessary because 
he: nation's stockpile ' of used 
fats is at present lower than in 
he past two years," Sloan said. 
'No relief Is In sight until Pa- 
iiflc sources of fat supply arc

again producing." 
"There can be no let up in

the saving and collecting of fats 
tow, and housewives cooperat- 
ng In the program must save 
 very drop. If this Is done patri­
otically our goal will be
reached," Sloan said. For every 
K>und of used fats turned In, 
lousewives will continue to re- 
elve up to four cents In cash 
md two red cation points. .
